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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Holmes (US 
6,647,663). 

Holmes anticipates all claimed features in claims 1-13. Holmes discloses a method and 
system where the system converts a source intensity map into a target intensity map with 
geometry compatible with a multi-leaf collimator, configuration, each of the source intensity 
map and the target intensity map having a geometry defining points in the target tissue/cells (col. 

2, lines 15-25; co. 2, lines 47-57; col. 3, lines 4-30; col. 4, line 40 - col. 6, line 33). Holmes's 
method and system also includes a processing unit 36 operating to receive the source intensity 
map geometry, target intensity map geometry, treatment intensity levels, intermediate map 
geometry, target map, treatment intensity levels map, and calculator unit 46, 48 to calculate 
treatment intensity level according to the aforementioned intensity maps. The process is coupled 
to a memory or storage unit to configure and store the intensity maps (col. 5, lines 54-58).
